The Amendment filed on December 23, 2004 has been acknowledged. 

Request for Continued Examination 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office 
action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
December 23, 2004 has been entered. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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Claim 47 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Miyazawa et al. 
(US 6,250,750). 

Miyazawa et al. discloses all the claimed features of the invention including: 
- a carriage (1 01 ) for an Inkjet printer (column 1 , lines 6-8) comprising: 

- a printhead mounting portion (150) configured to secure a printhead (118); 

- an ink reservoir mounting portion (comprises 115, 117) configured to secure an 
ink reservoir (120), wherein the ink reservoir mounting portion is pivotally coupled to the 
printhead mounting portion (Figs. 12's) and wherein the ink reservoir mounting portion is 
configured to pivot a secured ink reservoir about the axis (115, 117 pivot 120 about the 
pivot attaching 1 15 to 1 10, Figs. 12's) between a first position in which the ink reservoir 
is fluidly connected to a printhead secured to the printhead mounting portion (Fig. 12d) 
and a second position in which the ink reservoir is withdrawn from the printhead (Fig. 
12b).

Claims 17-20 and 26-46 are allowed. 
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Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed on December 23, 2004 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

With respect to new claim 47, Applicants argue that neither Miyazawa nor the prior art 
of record discloses the claimed subject matter. For example, Miyazawa fails to teach an 
ink cartridge pivoting about an axis, which is the same axis about which either body 
(110) or arm (115) pivots. 

Examiner's position is that Miyazawa discloses that "the ink reservoir mounting portion 
is configured to pivot a secured ink reservoir about the axis (115, 117 pivot 120 about 
the pivot attaching 1 1 5 to 1 1 0, Figs. 1 2's) between a first position in which the ink 
reservoir is fluidly connected to a printhead secured to the printhead mounting portion 
(Fig. 12d) and a second position in which the ink reservoir is withdrawn from the 
printhead (Fig. 12b)".
